TWENTY-THREE MEN PERISH 


Bodies of Ten of Them Have Been 
Recovered. 
Pittsburg, May 13.—Ten bodies had 
been recovered when the search was 
temporarily abandoned for the vic­ 
tims of Tuesday night’s ferry boat ac­ 
cident. All day searching parties were 
out with grappling hooks, using boats 
of every description in the effort to 
locate the missing men. A revised 
list carefully gone over shows that 
the total death list will be 23, instead 
of 20, as reported Tuesday night. 
Officers have been busy looking up 
the owners of small craft and notify­ 
ing them of regulations about over­ 
crowding, carrying signal lights, etc. 
John Graham, aged father of the 
man who was running the boat that 
sank, Is almost crazed with grief. 


HE DID NOT WANT ANY MONEY 


But State Senator Lyona Was Given 
One Hundred Dollars. 
Madison, Wis., May 13.—State Sena­ 
tor Edward H. Lyons testified before 
the senatorial investigation commit­ 
tee that while he told the Republican 
state central committee he did not 
want any money, that a check was 
sent to him for $100 by L. W. Thayer, 
treasurer of the committee. The rea­ 
son for sending him the check was 
that he had done much work and was 
entitled to some reimbursement. 
Witness did not support Senator 
Stephenson in the campaign, but said 
he thought it his duty to uphold the 
primary election law and support the 
nomine? of the Republican party. 
"I tlflnk Senator Stephenson got his 
•lection just as honestly as many oth­ 
er candidates,” said Mr. Lyons. 


San Juan, P. R., May IS.—Only ex­ 
cerpts from President Taft’s message 
on Porto Rico have been received here. 
These have caused excited comment, 
mostly of an unfavorable nature. Pres­ 
ident Taft’s attitude has caused gen­ 
eral disappointment among politicians 
of all parties. 
Governor Post said it 
would be disappointing to political 
circles, but he anticipated no trouble. 
There is no unrest and business inter­ 
ests are not affected. 
Dr. J. C. Barbosa, leader of the Re­ 
publican party, who is serving his 
third term in the executive council, 
said: 
‘‘The president’s message has not 
surprised me; I expected it. It is un­ 
just in treating all Porto Ricans alike. 
Necessarily, we shall all have to suf­ 
fer the consequences for the errors 
committed by half a dozen politicians 
who 
obtained 
their 
influence 
and 
prestige through open support of the 
Americans 
controlling 
the 
insular 
government. The Republicans, labor 
party, independents and business men, 
who have’nt any direct representation 
in the house of delegates and who 
constitute the majority in the island, 
have been represented by a handful 
of men, who are anti-American and 
who do not think or act as we do.’’ 
Louis Munos Rivera, leader of the 
Unionist party and a member of the 
delegation which went to Washington 
to discuss with tho state department 
Porto Rican legislation, was bitter in 
nls denunciation of President Taft’s 
message. 


Former Sultan Gives Up Funds. 
London, May 13.—A special dispatch 
from Salonikl says that Talaat Bey, 
vice president of the chamber of 
deputies, who wraa sent there to ar­ 
range with Abdul Hamid for the trans­ 
ference of his fortunes to the gov­ 
ernment, succeeded in obtaining the 
signature of the former sultan for the 
withdrawal of funds from 
foreign 
banks.

Washington, May 13.—After sev­ 
eral hours spent in the senate in dis­ 
cussing the window glass schedule of 
the tariff bill, Senator Aldrich asked 
that that paragraph be passed over. 
Some other sections relating to glass 
manufactured articles that previously 
had been passed over were agreed to. 
The senate proceeded to the consid­ 
eration of passed over sections until 
the iron ore paragraph was reached, 
when 
Senator 
Crawford 
spoke 
at 
length upon the lack of wisdom of any 
tariff that encouraged the exhaustion 
of natural resources which could not 
readily be reproduced. 
He insisted 
that there should be no tariff on iron 
ore, oil, lumber and coal. 
Early in the session 'Senator Payn- 
ter spoke in favor of the removal of 
the duty of 6 cents a pound upon leaf 
tobacco as a means for freeing the 
togacco growers from the control of 
the tobacco trust. 
That Senator McCumher of North 
Dakota led the Northwestern contin­ 
gent of "progressive” revolutionists in 
the senate into a pitfall deliberately 
set by Mr. Aldrich is becoming ap­ 
parent as the tariff bill progresses. 
As Mr. McCumber is the only mem­ 
ber of the finance committee from the 
Northwest, and was anxious to make 
a showing, he demanded a high duty 
on most of the agricultural products 
of his section. The astute Mr. Aldrich 
let him have them. 
Now every time Senator Nelson or 
Senator Clapp or any other senator 
from that section starts a fight to re­ 
duce a certain schedule the Aldrich 
crowd promptly inquires in a mild but 
pointed manner if the objecting sena­ 
tor thinks the duties under discussion 
are any higher in proportion than the 
agricultural schedule. 
This is a poser, for the agricultural 
products are on a high dutiable list. 
They are higher than are necessary. 
At least, Senator Clapp thinks so, and 
in reply to a baiting he was receiving 
from the Aldrich crowd the other day 
he boldly declared that the duty of 
SO cents on wheat Is too high and 
could and should be reduced until it 
gave protection and no more. 
He 
thinks 20 cents would be adequate, and 
that the same is true of barley. 
So, while Senator McCumher was 
•'protecting his own section,” he tied 
his own hands and those of a number 
of his colleagues who want to make 
a hard fight for downward revision, 
but are handicapped by their own 
schedule.

The loss on the hotel and other 
buildings is estimated at $150,000. 
Nathaniel Hawthorne died in this ho­ 
tel in 1864.

Pittsburg, May 13.—To save 5 cents 
bridge toll, five foreigners who were 
going to Glassport in hope of finding 
employment attempted to cross the 
Monongahela river at McKeesport in 
a small boat, which sank as they got 
Into midstream, drowning three of 
the men. 


Nicaraguan Commissioner Arrives in 
Washington. 
Washington, May 13.—Pedro Gon- 
sales of Nicaragua, a special commis­ 
sioner bringing instructions for Min­ 
ister Espinosa for the settlement of 
the long pending Emery claim, has 
arrived here. 
It is expected that a meeting will 
take place promptly with ^counsel for 
the Emery company for a full consid­ 
eration of the case. 
Both Secretary Root and Secretary 
Knox have urged the Nicaraguan gov­ 
ernment to reach a basis of settle­ 
ment and Mr. Knox sent to Senor 
Espinosa a communication generally 
regarded 
as 
an 
ultimatum. Senor 
Esplonsa referred the matter to Presi­ 
dent Zelaya, who appointed Mr. Gon­ 
zales a special messenger with full 
instructions for settling the case, eith­ 
er by a compromise or by arbitration. 
There have been unofficial Intimations 
that Gonzales’ mission was simply a 
play for more time. 
The claim arises out of the annul­ 
ment by Nicaragua of a concession 
granted for cutting mahogany, be­ 
cause of an alleged violation of its 
provisions.

TWO FOREIGN AMBASSADOR! 


Attend Dinner In Honor of Proeidon 
Eliot of Harvard. 
Cambridge, Mass., May 13.—The ta 
blea of the Cosmopolitan club of Har 
vard were graced by two foreign am 
baasadors, Baron Kogoro Takahlra OI 
Japan and Count Bornstorff of Ger­ 
many, and Canon Hensley Henson of 
London, President Charles Eliot, the 
retiring president of Harvard, and 
President-elect A. Lawrence Lowell, 
and Bishop W. A. Lawrence of Massa­ 
chusetts. Two notable incidents were 
remarked. The presence of the tw'o 
foelgn ambassadors was brought about 
through the desire of the emperors of 
their respective governments to honor 
President Eliot upon his retirement 
by the bestowal of illustrious orders. 
Between the courses bf the dinner, 
to which 130 persons sat down, the in­ 
vited guests spoke. 
Baron Takahira 
stated that as Japan was regarded as 
a warlike country, a few remarks on 
peace from him would be appreciated. 
Count Bernstorft’s remarks were 
devoted largely to praise of Harvard 
university and President Eliot. 
Professor Eugene Kuehnemann of 
Harvard took up the cudgels of ora­ 
tory In favor cf Germany's present 
and prospective increase in armament, 
afloat and ashore. 
He stated that it 
was to the Interests cf peace and for 
th* retaining of culture and Idealism 
that such a policy was intended and 
would be carried out.

TRYING TO CONTROL 
THE BRITISH MARKET 


Feared Such Is the Object 01 
American Meat Trust 


London, May 
13.—Fear that the 
American beef trust is coiling its ten­ 
tacles around the British market and 
also gaining control of the United 
Kingdom’s great source of meat sup­ 
ply, Argentina, is expressed in a gov­ 
ernment report just made public. 
The report is submitted by the de­ 
partmental committee that was ap­ 
pointed in 1908 to investigate the meat 
trade at home and abroad, especially 
with relation to combinations among 
packers and shippers. 
Most of the trails, the committee 
found, led across the Atlantic and into 
the Union stock yards at Chicago. 
Volumes of testimony were amassed 
with the aid of witnesses, gathered 
from all parts of the world, and spe­ 
cial investigators, secret and other­ 
wise, were sent abroad to run down 
every feature of the inquiry upon 
which first hand information was de­ 
sired. 
And so, although representatives of 
the American packing houses who 
were examined denied any combina­ 
tion in the United Kingdom, the com­ 
mittee sets down Its doubts in these 
words; 
"It is almost incredible that Armour 
& Co., Swift & Co., Morris & Co. and 
the Hammond Beef company, the last 
named 
representing 
the 
National 
Au'king company, should be in combi­ 
nation in the United States, and in 
competition in the United Kingdom.” 
The report asserts positively the be­ 
lief of the committee that a beef trust 
exists in America and that the four 
Chicago companies named are its com­ 
ponents. Also, it says, the same four 
companies are allied in England in 
such a manner that they may eventual­ 
ly gain absolute control of Smithfield 
market itself.

Pittsburg, May 13.—That baseball 
is a healthy sport for boys and should 
be encouraged was the decision of 
the Playground Association of Amer­ 
ica at the day’s session of its third 
annual congress. It was held by some 
that boys were permitted to begin the 
game too early and by others that It 
took too much room on the play­ 
grounds. “Why not play ‘prisoner’s 
base?” ' asked one. Another suggest­ 
ed interesting the very young boys in 
"hide and seek,” while others advo­ 
cated "shinny.” 
Many were advo­ 
cates of a new national game to take 
the place of baseball, but the vote dis­ 
closed a large majority for the pres­ 
ent national game. 
As the discussions were in progress 
the echoes of youngsters playing base­ 
ball In Junction hollow were carried 
to the ears of the speakers, while 
across the green sward of Schenley 
park came the sounds of the work­ 
men as they pushed ahead the work 
of erecting the grand stand in the 
new million dollar baseball park of 
the National league.

However much at home the broth­ 
ers may be amid the perils of the 
upper air, they showed again that 
they are extremely shy as guests of 
honor. At the luncheon tendered by 
the Aero Club of America at the Law­ 
yers’ club both had reluctantly con­ 
sented to be on the programme of 
speakers. But 
they 
appeared 
im­ 
mensely relieved when the ordeal was 
over. Wilbur spoke first—three sen­ 
tences that lasted less than sixty sec­ 
onds by the clock. 
Orville followed, 
and his speech was just half as long. 
Assailed by interviewers, Orville 
referred all questions to Wilbur and 
Wilbur then turned them over to Or­ 
ville.

Owner of One Cow or More, if Milk 
is Sold From Same, Must Have 
a State License 
An item in Wednesday’s paper, the 
gist of which was taken from the Lit­ 
tle Falls Transcript, seems to have 
been erroneous. In correcting the same 
the Transcript says: 
“ Since the publication of the article 
in Tuesday’s Transcript to the effect 
that owners of three or less cows are 
exempt from buying licenses to sell the 
milk or cream produced by these three 
cows, it has been found that an amend­ 
ment to the sections published was 
passed by the legislature at its last 
session and approved April 22, 1909. 
The section is this year indexed under 
the head of state boards and commis­ 
sions and WELS in the last index, under 
licenses. 
“ Under the General Laws of 1909, 
section 4 of chapter 428 amends section 
1741 of the 1907 laws by striking out 
the last clause which states that “Any 
person keeping not more than three 
cows and not selling any milk or cream 
except milk or cream produced by such 
three cows, shall be exempt from the 
provisions of 
this 
chapter.’’ This 
clause having been stricken off, any 
owner of any number of cows, should 
he or she sell milk or cream, is forced 
to buy a license from the dairy and 
food commissioner which will cost $1 a 
year.’’

WHITE HOUSE THRIFT 


Noticeable Chiefly In Reducing 
Number of Servants. 


CASTE 
LINES 
OBLITERATED. 


All Help Must Now Eat at One Table 
Inatead of Three— Roosevelt Lunch­ 
eons Discontinued— Mrs. Taft Large­ 
ly Responeible For the Change. 


President nnd Mrs. Taft are going on 
the principle that if the government Is 
to economize economy ought to begin 
at home. Therefore the running ex­ 
penses of the White House ore being 
cut down. Since March 4 savings and 
curtailments have been effected in va 
lious directions about the executive 
mansion. 
Mrs. Taft is responsible in a large 
measure for the savings that have 
been brought about, for one thing 
when the new administration took 
possession of the laundresses. 
The 
number has been reduced to three. 
Formerly there were an engineer, au 
assistant 
engineer 
and 
a 
plumber 
about the establishment. One man is 
now retained to do any engineering 
work or plumbing work that is neces­ 
sary. 
Under tlie Roosevelt regime IMnk-j 
ney, the colored Stewart, was an im­ 
portant functionary about the estab­ 
lishment. Now a steward is no longer 
kept. Pinkney lias gone on the govern­ 
ment rolls as a messenger. Mrs. Taft 
has obtained a first class housekeeper. ; 
Miss Jefferson. The management of | 
the White House in large measure j 
rests with Miss Jefferson, who attends] 
to the buying. Mrs. Roosevelt used to 
do much of the buying for the estab­ 
lishment herself. 
One 
of 
the 
important 
reforms 
wrought about the White House con* | 
slsts in reducing the number of tables 
at which the negro servants take their 
meals from three to one. It used to be 
before March 4 that there were three 
tubles for the colored help. One table 
was for the high caste part of the 
force of servants. Here Charles Read­ 
er, the coachman; Pinkney, the stew­ 
ard, and a few of the elite of the scrv 
ants assembled and dined on the fat 
of the land, having wlmt the White 
House family had. The second table 
was reserved for the chef and the mid­ 
dle class of servants. The third table 
was for the laundresses and the scrub­ 
women, 
Now, it appears, these dis­ 
tinctions have been thrust aside, nnd 
Miss Jefferson has caused all the col­ 
ored help to cat at the same table. 


The days of terrapin for some and no 
terrapin for others have gone. All the 
servants are treated alike. Doubtless 
this has caused some heartburning 
and dissatisfaction, but if there has 
been any murmuring it has been done 
under cover. The White House is too 
good a place to work and the wages 
too good to imperil a Job by complain­ 
ing about distinctions of caste at the 
dinner table. 
These nnd other reforms have been 
effected. Of course it will not require 
so big a bill for supplies for the White 
House table In this administration as 
it did In the former one. One reason Is 
that luncheon Is not made as much of 
by President Taft as Mr. Roosevelt 
used to make it. 
Roosevelt insisted on 
having a lot of people at lunch. He 
hated to eat alone, nnd he liked to take 
advantage of lunch to extract an Infi­ 
nite amount of information out of a 
variegated assortment of people. And 
the amount of information he got in 
this way was astonishing. 
President 
Taft does not eat luncheon himself 
save an apple, and so the chief White 
House functions now nre the dinners, 
which are quite up to the beet White 
House standard. 
If the various departments and bu­ 
reaus go at the economizing business 
as thoroughly hr the White House has 
it will be possible to make some re 
ductlons In appropriations.—Washing­ 
ton Cor. New York Globe.

Noticeable Chiefly In Reducing 
Number of Servants. 


CASTE LINES 
OBLITERATED. 


All Help Must Now Eat at One Table 
I netted of Three— Roosevelt Lunch­ 
eons Discontinued— Mrs. Taft Large­ 
ly Responsible For tho Change. 


President and Mrs. Taft are going on 
the principle that if the government is 
to economize economy ought to begin 
at home. Therefore the running ex­ 
penses of the White House are being 
cut down. Since March 4 savings and 
curtailments have been effected in va­ 
rious directions about the executive 
mansion. 
Mrs. Taft is responsible in a large 
measure for the savings that have 
been brought about, for one thing 
when the new administration took 
possession of the laundresses. 
The 
number has been reduced to three. 
Formerly there were an engineer, an 
assistant 
engineer 
and 
a 
plumber 
about the establishment. One man is 
now retained to do any engineering 
work or plumbing work that is neces­ 
sary. 
Under the Roosevelt regime Pink­ 
ney, the colored stewart, was an im­ 
portant functionary about the estab­ 
lishment Now a steward is no longer 
kept. Pinkney has gone on the govern­ 
ment rolls as a messenger. Mrs. Taft 
has obtained a first class housekeeper. 
Miss Jefferson. 
The management of 
the White House in large measure 
rests with Miss Jefferson, who attends 
to the buying. 
Mrs. Roosevelt used to 
do much of the buying for the estab­ 
lishment herself. 
One 
of 
the 
important 
reforms 
wrought about the White House con­ 
sists in reducing the number of tables 
at which the negro servants take their 
meals from three to one. It used to be 
before March 4 that there were three 
tables for the colored help. One table 
was for the high caste part of the 
force of servants. Here Charles Read­ 
er, the coachman; Pinkney, the stew­ 
ard, and a few of the elite of the serv­ 
ants assembled and dined on the fat 
of the land, having what the White 
Ilouse family had. The second table 
was reserved for the chef and the mid­ 
dle class of servants. The third table 
was for the laundresses and the scrub­ 
women. 
Now, it appears, these dis­ 
tinctions have been thrust aside, and 
Miss Jefferson has caused all the col­ 
ored help to eat at the same table. 


The days of terrapin for some and no 
terrapin for other! have gone. All the 
servants are treated alike. Doubtless 
this has caused some heartburning 
and dissatisfaction, but if there has 
been any murmuring it has been done 
under cover. The W hite House is too 
good a place to work and the wages 
too good to imperil a job by complain­ 
ing about distinctions of caste at the 
dinner table. 
These and other reforms have been 
effected. Of course it will not require 
so big a bill for supplies for the White 
House table in this administration as 
it did in the former one. One reason is 
that luncheon is not made as much of 
by President Taft as Mr. Roosevelt 
used to make it. 
Roosevelt insisted on 
having a lot of people at lunch. He 
hated to eat alone, and he liked to take 
advantage of lunch to extract an infi­ 
nite amount of information out of a 
variegated assortment of people. And 
the amount of information he got in 
this way was astonishing. 
President 
Taft does not eat luncheon himself 
save an apple, and so the chief White 
House functions now are the dinners, 
which are quite up to the best White 
House standard. 
If the various departments and bu­ 
reaus go at the economizing business 
as thoroughly as the White House has 
it will be possible to make some re­ 
ductions in appropriations.—Washing­ 
ton Cor.
